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The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

“Jailhouse informer” is a term of art, embracirsnitches.”

This bill clarifies the scope and intent of thailfiouse informer” law to make it clear that
the term “in custody” applies whether a personhigsically in jail or not, and includes a person

detained for questioning.

In addition, disclosure must be made of investiget known to the prosecutor or law
enforcement authority, to have involved the paféiciailhouse informer.

The rationale of the law is that a person in arynfof “custody” may be induced by various
means to offer testimony that is of questionablialivdity, as part of a quid pro quo.

“Snitch” testimony is not prohibited by the lawyttspecific disclosures, going to credibility,
must be made before such testimony is admissildeunt.
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
